Shattering the myths about Indian women

"India? Isn't that the place 
where they do all those terrible 
things to women?" 

This question was posed to 
me by my white employer this 
summer during a temporary 
housecleaning job I had taken. 
There I was on the floor, kneel- 
ing with my hand in mid-ground 
and I suddenly felt as if I was 
backin one of my anthropology 
or political science courses. 

I got up slowly, my voice 
cracking from the rage shooting 
through my body and met my 
white employer's eyes, prepar- 
ing to do what I have done in 
countless conferences — dispel 
the myths about Indian women. 

This culture seems to think it 
knows more about us than we 
know about ourselves. It seems 
to believe that Indian girls are 
not wanted/loved/appreciated/ 
taken care of. 

There are also the miscon- 
ceptions that bride-burning and 
sati are the common fates of all 
married women and that every- 
body is into aborting female 
fetuses. 

Indian women are neither 
submissive servants for their 
husbands, nor are they all het- 
erosexual. And contrary to 
Western misinterpretation, ar- 
ranged marriages are not always 
oppressive situations which 
women are forced into. 

According to Western con- 
ceptions of India, the life of a 
female can be summarized as 
follows — a female child is con- 
ceived but aborted immediately 
upon discovery of its sex. If she 
is born, then she is killed right 
afterbirth. If she isn't killed, she 
issubjected to emotional, physi- 
cal, and mental abuse, and her 
male siblings are favoured over 
her. 

Then she is married off at a 
young age. If not, she is con- 
fined to household duties and 
deprived of an education. Even- 
tually she is forced to marry 
someone who will demand a 
dowry. Of course she will be a 
victim of bride-burning because 
the amount of dowry won't be 
enough. 

She will be pressured to have 
male children. And if her hus- 
band dies, she will, naturally, 
have to kill herself too. These 
notions are simplistic and in- 
dicative of ignorance to say the 
least - the realities and com- 
plexities of Indian women's lives 
are not addressed. 

The basic message is that In- 
dia is a land of misogyny and has 
an exclusive monopoly on patri- 
archy. 

The intent of this piece is not 
to imply that India is a haven for 
females, free of violence against 
women. Rather, it is to dispel the 
myths aoparently held by many 



in the West that India somehow 
has global control when it comes 
to gruesome atrocities commit- 
ted against females. 

It is not hard to understand 
why these images pervade popu- 
lar Western thought. Through 
distorted and decontextualized 
images in the media, sensation- 
alism, and eurocentric biases 
which see societies of colour as 
"savage", the common percep- 
tion which emerges of Indian 
women is one of downtrodden 
mules, regularly subjected to the 
most horrendous of abuses. 

This image is often attached 
to most women from nations of 
colour, but India glares promi- 
nently as a country where the 



worst brutalities are committed. 

With regards to sexism, India 
is not depicted as it should be — 
a patriarchal society like most 
others which must work to rid 
itself of gender discrimination. 
Instead the assumption is made 
thatthe "enlightened West" has 
progressed beyond countries like 
India in its treatment of women. 

Justifications for colonialism 
and the neo-imperialist project 
of "development" are often 
based on the concept that these 
countries are backward and need 
Western "guidance." 

Imagine if such gross gener- 
alizations about North American 
women were advanced by other 
countries the West currently 



does, instilling a similar picture 
of misinformation framed by 
ignorance. 

Wouldn't Western women be 
offended if the world believed 
that North American women 
were all size 2 , with large breasts 
and no hips? Or that all North 
Americans believe in the beauty 
ideal, and are eager to deform 
their bodies through plastic sur- 
gery 

Clearly these statements se- 
verely misrepresent Western 
women. How would a North 
American woman feel if she were 
to read statements like these in 
bestselling books, or see them 
subtlely alluded to in "schol- 
arly" journals? 



Remember that we are not 
only dealing with simple stere- 
otypes; these beliefs influence 
international policy and shape 
the ways we are seen. We are 
denied our identities, robbed of 
our own diverse voices. 

So the next time you hear 
such declarations about Indian 
women or any other oppressed 
peoples, inform yourself so that 
you may have the tools to better 
assess these views and speak out 
against these racist conceptions. 

Recognize that there are 
women of Indian origin who do 
not fit these stereotypes - you 
have just read the words of two 
of us.

world is "youngsta rap". Boys 
in their early teens are being 
encouraged to form groups and 
spew the same poison as their 
elders. Witness Bad Influence 
describing their aspirations for 
the future — "When I get a ho, 
I'll have her cooking, cleaning, 
sweeping, wiping my walls, 
washing my windows, cleaning 
my car, cause that's the way it's 
gotta be". 



In fact, this is even more dam- 
aging than the older rappers' 
influence, because young boys 
and girls identify much more 
strongly with their peers, and 
thus take their message of disre- 
spect more intensely to heart. 

Thankfully, there are some 
rappers who are taking great 
pains to counteract the sexist 
images and references rampant 
in the rap world. For instance, 
Paris' Assata's Song sings the 



praises of black women, and 
denounces black men who treat 
them with the disrespect they 
do not deserve. 

Heavy D's Sister, Sister goes 
the same route, with lyrics such 
as, "Oh what weak men we 
would be/ Without strong black 
women in our society". 

Arrested Development 
shows respect for the essential 
beauty of the black woman: 



"Your beauty is endless/.. .Hair is 
natural, lips are natural/...U ap- 
peal 2 me". 

The black woman's place 
alongside the man (if she chooses 
that position) should be ac- 
cepted and respected. We have 
been fighting for our rights for 
too long to sit quietly while 
rappers try to transform us from 
intelligent, proud black women 
into tits and ass.

I am referring to 
your Sept. 8 front page article ’’More 
U.S PhD’s at McGill Stan Canadian,” 
the first sentence ofwhich reads "McGill 
professors with a doctorate from 
Canada are a rare breed when compared 
to their colleagues who were educated 
in the United States.” The second 
sentence contradicts this; it points out 
that 36% of Arts and Scienceprofessors 
have Canadian PhD’s, vs 42% with U.S.

Out is a new video discussing 
the lives of lesbian, gay, and 
bisexual youth in Canada , a 
welcome addition to the body 
of work being produced on is- 
sues of sexuality. 

Produced by the National 
Film Board, the video provides a 
forum foryouth just coming out 
to express themselves and af- 
firm theirqueeridentities. Given 
the heterosexist environmentwe 
live in, it is remarkable that this 
production has even been cre- 
ated. 

Out offers fresh perspectives 
on the lives of lesbians and gays 
within the Canadian context. 
Portraying youth from a variety 
of backgrounds in terms of gen- 
der, race, region, and class, it 
breaks the stereotype that queer 
culture is exclusively white or 
male and acknowledges the di- 
versity of the community. 

A white gay man from Thun- 
der Bay talks of the difficulty of 
being out in a small town; an 
Asian Canadian activist from 
Toronto comments on the preju- 
dice she faces as a lesbian of 
colour; a gay First Nations male 
speaks of the pain of growing up 
on a reserve, facing racism com- 
pounded by homophobia in a 



white society. 

While the video examines the 
fears youth have regarding com- 
ing out, it also stresses acts of 
empowerment and celebration 
of identity, from the strong dis- 
play of solidarity on Pride Day 
and demonstrating for equal 
rights, to forming support 
groups for the purpose of ad- 
dressing problems encountered 
with family and friends. 

Out also presents the views of 
the participants' families, choos- 
ing to focus on parents who are 
especially supportive of their 
children. The video is an excel- 
lent resource for those who are 
in the process of coming out, 
providing information about safe 
places to go for strong networks 
of support and validation of 
queer identity. 

Nevertheless, although it does 
present a good overview of the 
complexities which accompany 
coming out, Outdoes not ad- 
equately discuss institutionalized 
heterosexism or subtler forms of 
homo/lesbophobia, such as ex- 
clusion from school curriculums 
and sex education. 

Instead it concentrates on 
blatant acts of discrimination, 
such as gay bashing and name- 
calling, failing to recognise that 



heterosexism en- 
trenched in most 
institutions allows 
these more direct ex- 
pressions of hatred to 
take place. 

While Out includes 
gays and lesbians of 
colour it ignores the 
fact that they are fur- 
ther marginalized 
within a predominantly 
white community, and 
are subjected to more 
danger if they choose 
to come out. 

There is also no dis- 
cussion of health issues 
with regards to safe sex 
or any mention of the 
work young gays and 
lesbians have done to 
mobilize against AIDS. 

Despite these short- 
comings, OUT is an 
excellent tool for edu- 
cation of non-gay/ 
lesbian/bisexual peo- 
ple; but most 
importantly, OUT le- 
gitimates a presence 
thatyouth in the proc- 
ess of coming out can 
identify with thus re- 
ceiving supportive 
affirmation of theirown 
queer power.

It's just that the 
songs on Yeah, Right! are not very 
special. 

A credit, but perhaps also a blow, 
to this group is their extensive use 
of the saxophone. Thrill has defi- 
nitely broken musical taboos, 
throwing saxophone solos into their thrash metal 
sound. Sadly, taboos often exist for good reasons, 
and there are moments when the sax sounds less 
like an important instrument than some injured 
animal. 

To be fair, on some songs it was an excellent 



addition, changing the song from another Metallica 
sound-alike to a Metallica sound-alike with a saxo- 
phone. When it did work musically, it really worked. 

Schultz, who writes as well as sings the songs, 
sings as though he is really angry about some- 
thing. He directs them all to "you," someone who 



seems to have pissed him off. Even 
though every song deals with simi- 
lar subjects, the lyrics are still 
different in each track. Some of the 
words are impressive, calling up 
strong images of frustration, failed 
relationships and anger. 

A hefty share of useless lines, 
which don't appear to have any- 
thing to do with the subject of the 
song, pop up at inopportune mo- 
ments. This doesn't happen often, 
though, so I can honestly say that 
the lyrics aren't bad. 

I find that Schultz's voice gets on 
my nerves a little bit, but he sounds 
a lot like other metal singers, and so 
I'll put the irritation factor aside as 
a matter of personal preference. 
There were times when I thought 
he sounded like Dave Mustaine of 
Megadeth, but other times his voice 
took on a growling whine which 
somehow brought up images of 
Metallica'sjames Hetfield. Compari- 
sons aside, Schultz is a good singer. 
Not once did I cringe at a flat note 
or wince at an off-key growl. 

Remember, if you like metal/ 
power bands then you'll never get to see Metallica 
or Megadeth for a few bucks in a small club. If 
you've grown sick of this kind of music then 
maybe thrash music with saxophone solos is what 
will rejuvenate your headbanger hearts.

John Akonfrah's Seven Songs 
for Malcolm X is possibly the 
most interesting and innovative 
documentary produced on the 
life of the late Malcolm X in 
years. 

In addition to the beautiful 
cinematography (by the same 
cinematograher of July Dash's 
captivating film Daughter' s of 
the Dust) the 52 minute docu- 
film features a range of activists 
and scholars who either knew 
Malcolm X or have carried out 
extensive research on him. 

John Akomfrah was bom in 
London England in 1 957 of Gha- 
naian parents, both of whom 
served in the government of 
Kwame Nkrumah in the 1 960's. 
His parents were exceptionally 
political and pan-African in their 
their outlook and this played a 
major role in shaping his politi- 
cal and cultural views. 

Akomfrah is one of a number 
of Black film makers who have 
emerged in the recent past in 
England. While attending arts 
school in England, Ankomfrah, 
along a number of other stu- 
dents, formed the Black Audio 
Film Collective , a organisation 



comprised of young aspiring 
Blackfilmakers who realised that 
the British film industry either 
underrepresented or misrepre- 
sented British Blacksand wanted 
to do something to change that. 

In Seven Songs for Malcolm X 
Akomfrah makes a conscious 
effort to incorporate important 
facts about Malcolm's life that 
are too often neglected by main- 
stream filmakers and writers. 
Frequently, accounts of the final 
two years of Malcolm's life go 
undiscussed. 

It was in the final years of his 
life that Malcolm travelled ex- 
tensively. His travels to Africa 
had a tremendous influence on 
him ideologically, as he began 
to see the struggle of people of 
African descent beyond the con- 
fines of the United States and its 
relationship to the larger impe- 
rialist world. 

He met with many heads of 
states from a number of newly- 
independent African countries 
and became convinced that the 
struggle of Blacks of the West- 
ern Hemisphere was intricately 
related to those of Africa and 
other so-called Third World 
countries fighting against the 
forces of colonialism and neo- 
colonialism. 



Unfortunately, many African- 
American writers and filmakers 
have neglected these so very 
important years of his life and 
focussed extensively on his life 
in America. 

Having lived in Africa and 
being of African parentage, John 
Akomfrah recognises the signifi- 
cance of Malcolm's travels 
abroad. He features a long list of 
guest speakers in his film, of 
which Jan Carew, who is pres- 
ently finishing a book on 
Malcolm X and his mother, plays 
a prominant role. 

Carew knew Malcolm X in 
last years of his life and saw him 
for the last time only a week 
before Malcolm was brutally 
gunned down. 

Other figures that stand out 
in the film are Peter Goldman, 
researcher and writer on 
Malcolm X, James Farmer, asso- 
ciate and sometimes adversary 
of Malcolm X, and Dr. John 
Henrik Clarke, historian and 
sometimes historical advisor of 
Malcolm X. 

It is accounts from people 
such as these, particularly those 
given by Jan Carew and Dr. John 
Henrik Clarke, that separate this 
documentary from the myriad 
of others that have been pro- 
duced in the past few years.
